ISSUE FOR APRIL 


Boy Scouts To 
Observe 43rd 
Anniversary 


First Ceremonies Set 
For Swim Pool Action 


Sierra Madre Boy Scouts will 
be celebrating Boy Scout Week, 
which will be observed through¬ 
out the nation Feb. 7 to 13, ac¬ 
cording to Ed Oliver, chairman 
of the Mt. Wilson Boy Scout 
district. 

Local features marking the 
43rd anniversary of the Boy 
Scouts of America will include 
the display of Scout handicraft 
in Sierra Madre stores and spe¬ 
cial church services in honor of 
Boy Scout Sunday. 

In the national scene, 12 Ex¬ 
plorers, who represent the older 
members of the Boy Scouts, will 
represent the 12 Scout Regions 
in ceremonies at Washington, 
D. C., and New York City. 

A highlight of the observ¬ 
ance in Washington, where the 
Boy Scout organization was in¬ 
corporated Feb. 8, 1910, will be 
a breakfast on Monday, Feb. 9, 
attended by nearly 100 leaders 
representing the Senate, the 
House of Represntatives, and 
national organizations. 

The Explorers will extend in¬ 
vitations to key figures of the 
national government to attend 
the National Jamboree next 
summer. The Jamboree expects 
to bring 50,000 Boy Scouts to¬ 
gether for a week of camping 
in a 3,000-acre tent city at Ir¬ 
vine Ranch in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia July 17 to 23. 


A bond issue for a new pub¬ 
lic school will be presented to 
taxpayers sometime in April, 
it was learned during the Co¬ 
ordinating Council meeting 
last Tuesday evening at the 
Foothill Community Center. 

The information became def¬ 
inite when Charles Skutt, su¬ 
perintendent of City School, de¬ 
scribed Sierra Madre’s elemen¬ 
tary school needs. 

Mrs. Ted Gregory of the Pasa¬ 
dena League of Women Voters, 
addressed the group concerning 
Pasadena’s district bond issue 
on which Sierra Madreans will 
vote March 4. 

In discussing the Pasadena 
issue, Mrs. Gregory stated that 
the building expansion needs 
followed a tremendous popula¬ 
tion increase which is bringing 
permanent rather than tempo¬ 
rary families into the district. 
Over 5000 student increase in 
the high schools alone is ex¬ 
pected by 1963, she said. 

“A School Board has to look 
ahead when buying property,” 
she stated. ‘‘If they wait until 
an area has built up and prop¬ 
erty must be condemned, then 
purchase price is prohibitive. 
They must also anticipate 
building classrooms before dou¬ 
ble sessions are required.” 

The same background of need 
appeared when Supt. Skutt said 
that reliable figures show that 
Sierra Madre must anticipate 
1000 students by 1958. But, he 
said, if present plans for sub¬ 
divisions in the city are car¬ 
ried out, the student increase 
may take place far earlier than 
expected. 

In clarifying past and pres¬ 
ent bond issues, Skutt stated in 
part: 

The last bond election was 
for $86,000, which was to pur¬ 
chase additional land, build 
classrooms and buy needed 
playground and classroom 
equipment. Four parcels of land 
were to be purchased, two of 
which had houses on them and 
the remaining two had im¬ 
provements of no value. Three 
of these parcels located on Au¬ 
burn avenue have been pur¬ 
chased, the two houses resold 
and removed. The fourth par¬ 
cel, the Davis property on 
Grandview avenue, will be sold 
to us at a court sale on Feb. 
9, 1953. This house will then 
be demolished. 

The four classrooms have 
been built and furnished. They 
are now in their second year 
of use.

Local Woman Saves 
Sister From Possible 
Death in Gassed Room 

Mrs, Louis Boyle, a 67-year- 
old Pasadena woman, was sav- 
de from a gas-filled room that 
might have caused her death 
last Monday morning when her 
sister, Mrs. Emily Arreson of Si¬ 
erra Madre, discovered the gas- 
victim’s body near a jet that 
had been tripped open acci¬ 
dentally in her home at 1692 
N. Marengo. 

Mrs. Boyle was taken to the 
hospital in serious condition. 


The investigation concerning 
the death of Esther G. Vejar, 
who died at 46 in a Los An¬ 
geles Hospital last Monday, 
Feb. 2, may be caused by con¬ 
flicting reports, according to 
police records. A native of 
Aguascalientes, Mexico, she had 
resided here for nine years. Her 
last address was 90 E. Monte- 
cito. 

Last Friday Mrs. Vejar was 
taken to the Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Hospital, after previously be¬ 
ing escorted home from down¬ 
town Sierra Madre by police 
who described her as being par¬ 
tially unclad and in a dazed 
condition. Later, at the hospi¬ 
tal, she was said to have a 
broken arm and to be suffering 
a brain clot, 

The police report ends by 
stating that further investiga¬ 
tion and report will be made. 

Mrs. Vejar is survived by her 
husband, Manuel R. Vejar; sev¬ 
en children who are: Mrs. Alice 
Ward, Alberton, Georgia; Mrs. 
Julie Munos of Ontario, Calif.; 
and Rachel, Manuel, Jr., Naomi, 
Ruth and Lydia at home. Her 
mother is Mrs. Jessie Soto of 
San Luis Obispo. 

She also is survived by five 
brothers and sisters, and two 
grandchildren. 

Funeral services are today, 
Feb. 5, at 2 p.m. in Grant 
Chapel, with Rev. Don Rood of¬ 
ficiating. Interment will be at 
Live Oak Cemetery, Monrovia. 


The first spadeful of earth to be dug in the direction of the 
new swimming pool proposed for Sierra Madre will take place 
in a sign erecting ceremony to be held in the lot east of the 
Woman’s Clubhouse next Saturday, Feb. 7, beginning at 1 p.m. 
The ceremony will mark the first action on, or near, the site 

of the swimming pool that is 
now being promoted for loca¬ 
tion in City Park by the Sierra 
Madre Swimming Pool Associa¬ 
tion and many civic organiza¬ 
tions in cooperation with indi¬ 
vidual groups of interested citi¬ 
zens. 

The occasion, which many 
civic leaders and city officials 
are expected to attend, will be 
highlighted by the erecting of 
a sign eight feet high and 50 
feet in length, containing an 
indicator in thermometer form 
to show the amounts of contri¬ 
butions to the Swimming Pool 
Fund, along with names of con¬ 
tributors. 

The indicator will rise at 
least 10 feet above the top of 
the sign, according to Sam 
Simpson, owner of Simpson’s 
Cleaners, who is sparking in¬ 
stallation of the sign along with 
Manuel de la Torre, command¬ 
er of the local VFW post. 

Simpson and de la Torre have 
been working with clubs in the 
vicinity who have sent repre¬ 
sentatives from Sierra Madre 
and the Coronet Homes section. 

According to Simpson, it is 
the hope of these representa¬ 
tives that the new swimming 
pool project may become a mat¬ 
ter of general interest to such 
an extent as to attract the co¬ 
operation of all civic-minded 
groups and individuals in, or 
near. Sierra Madre. 

Through the help of such in¬ 
dividuals and club representa¬ 
tives, de la Torre and Simpson 
believe that the big sign, from 
the first sawing of lumber, will 
be erected by 5 p.m. It will 
show, from week to week, the 
stages of progress in the fund 
raising campaign and the 
names of contributors. 

In the meantime, plans for a 
communitywide project for 
further funds is getting under 
way with the immediate pros¬ 
pects of a scrap and paper 
drive. 

A bin for collections will be 
installed on the “swimming- 
pool” lot. For those who can 
not bring in their papers, col¬ 
lections will be made in Hast- 
ings Ranch, Highland Oaks, 
Coronet, and the Oaks, as well 
as Sierra Madre. 

A collection date will be an¬ 
nounced. All gasoline service 
stations in Sierra Madre will 
cooperate by storing papers for 
those who have no storage 
space, according to reports by 
the Sierra Madre Swimming 
Pool Association. 

Committee members in 
charge of the project are Judge 
John C. Mead, A1 Freeland, 
Sam D. Simpson, Manuel de la 
Torre and Dr. Daniel D’Arcy.

Downtown stores also will be 
open Friday evenings, extend¬ 
ing their hours to 9 o’clock 
enabling many shoppers to ac¬ 
complish errands that other¬ 
wise might have to be done on 
Saturday. 

Thebank in serving its cus¬ 
tomers Friday evenings is in 
keeping with a general prac¬ 
tice of business, government, 
and industry throughout the 
country. Many thousands of 
city, county, state and federal 
employees, as well as office, 
industrial and bank employees, 
already are enjoying the bene¬ 
fits of a 5-day work week. 


Sierra Madre’s Harry L. Era- 
bree Post 3208 of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars is negotiating 
for the purchase of the property 
neighboring the E. K. Wood 
Lumber Company, 38 E. Monte- 
cito, on which the veterans plan 
to erect a structure known as 
“The Veterans’ Memorial Build¬ 
ing.” 

Although no information can 
be definite during the negotia¬ 
tion period, the VFW organiza¬ 
tion is planning a combination 
clubhouse and assembly hall 
that may include a large dance 
floor, snack bar, and kitchen. 
Total area of the property now 
considered has an approximate 
frontage of 55 feel, with an ap¬ 
proximate depth of 190 feet, ac¬ 
cording to Ralph Burns, chair¬ 
man of the VFW Building Com¬ 
mittee. 

Cost of the new project, as 
yet unannounced, will be paid 
by VFW’s existing funds, plus 
subscription loans by indivi¬ 
dual members who later can 
be repaid with interest through 
future VFW activities and pos¬ 
sible rentals to organizations 
or individuals in need of such 
accommodations occasionally. 

Chairman Burns, working 
with Post Commander Manuel 
de la Torre and Judge John C. 
Mead as his committee, says it 
is hoped that construction of 
the memorial building may be 
begun in March or April. If so, 
completion is anticipated some 
time in mid-summer through

Tonight’s the Time to Fight 
With Knockout Blow to Polio 


Tonight at 7 is zero hour in 
Sierra Madre, and throughout 
the nation. 

More than 55,000 mothers in 
the United States are participa¬ 
ting in • the “Mothers March 
on Polio,” covering every city 
block and county road for con¬ 
tributions to the 1953 March of 
Dimes. 

“Turn on your light to save 
a life!” is the plea of Sierra 
Madre’s Mothers’ March Chair¬ 
man, Mrs. Muriel McGarvin, 
who has announced that the 
mothers in the campaign will 
look for porch lights to signal 
that the residents wish to aid 
in the fight against polio. 

Armed with pots and pans to 
received contributions, and car¬ 
rying letters of identification, 
the approximately 150 Sierra 
Madre mothers hope to raise 
more than $1000, which was 
last year’s total. 

“During the past five years, 
polio has taken a more ter¬ 
rible toll each year from 
amongst us,” Mrs. McGarvin 


says. “Tonight the people of 
Sierra Madre will have the op¬ 
portunity to strike back at the 
dread crippler.” 

The women will travel in 
pairs in what is sometimes re¬ 
ferred to as the “Porchlight 
Parade.” Workers in the upper 
Canyon area, organized by Mrs. 
Roland Rountree, and in the 
lower Canyon area by Mrs. 
Mercer Duff. 

“If the dogs of a household 
are unfriendly, we hope the 
owners will help by keeping 
them away from the marchers,” 
Mrs. McGarvin says. “It won’t 
be an easy job for them, so we 
hope that everyone in town will 
cooperate.” 

Refreshments will be served 
the workers and their families 
in the City Park House after 
the march ends at 9:30 o’clock. 
If certain homes are overlooked, 
Mrs. Mary Stirton, chairman of 
the local over-all campaign, 
has asked residents to send 
their contributions with enve¬ 
lopes addressed simply to 
March of Dimes, Sierra Madre. 


Asks Response From 
TV Fans for Coaxial 

Sierra Madre residents who 
so far have been unable to re¬ 
ceive television, or those with 
poor reception, may find a new 
life in TV opening up to them 
through "Eddie's Radio, Electric 
and Television Service," accord¬ 
ing to “Eddie,” who claims that 
he can equip the locality with 
a coaxial cable service — pro¬ 
vided enough residents express 
their desire for same. 

Since 18 months ago, “Eddie” 
says he has investigated the 
TV problems of Sierra Madre’s 
near-mountain location, with 
the help of RCA and General 
Electric engineers. It is possi¬ 
ble, he says, to bring in clear 
reception through seven tele¬ 
vision channels. 

The financial backing which 
he says is available to him re¬ 
quires proof that enough Sierra 
Madreans are interested to 
make the project worthwhile.

trapper for many years, was 
called upon to remedy the situ¬ 
ation two weeks ago. He first 
took a 30-0-6 Springfield as his 
gun for the job, but discovered 
that the lion approached Cas¬ 
ey’s feeding grounds at such a 
time of dusk that it was impos¬ 
sible to get the animal in his 
sights. 

Since then, Lalone has visited 
Casey’s home almost every 
night, planning his campaign 
with a spotlight system that 
will enable him to bring down 
the lion wtih a shotgun. 

“The foothills have been full 
of these critters lately,” Lalone 
says. “The heavy snows three 
years ago were probably influ¬ 
ential in bringing them closer 
to our homes, where hunting 
is easier.” < 

Although most mountain 
lions are known to run from 
the sight of a human, old lions 
unable to stand the rigors of 
a wild hunt have been on rec¬ 
ord as prowling for dogs, cats 
—or almost any prey that looks 
easy, including humans. 

Lalone, however, believes 
there is no cause for alarm. 

“We know the old boy’s hab¬ 
its pretty well by now,” he 


says, “and I’ll be glad to col¬ 
lect the hundred dollar bounty 
for his carcass.” 

Casey’s giant spotlight 
throws a beam approximately 
90 yards, and Lalone’s nightly 
station is on a bluff overlook¬ 
ing the feeding grounds, so it’s 
likely that Hastings Ranch 
residents will no longer be 
finding mountain lion tracks in 
their flower beds.
